CALLS SOLDIERS 


"SPOILED BOYS" 


Dr. J. Walter Coleman, superin- 


tendent of the Gettysburg Military- 
Park, displayed to the members of 
the Gettysburg Junior Chamber of 
Commerce a series of maps con- 
taining the "Master Plan" for park 
development in the course of an 
address Wednesday evening on the 
park and its relation to the nearly 
700,000 persons who visit it 
an- 


nually. 


At a business session the Jaycees 


adopted a resolution commending 
Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams county 
medical director, and Gettysburg 
health authorities for the manner 
in which they handled the infantile 
paralysis situation. Two vacancies 
on the board of directors of the or- 
ganization were filled. 


G. Henry Roth 
and 
William 


Phelps were elected to serve the 
unexpired terms of Donald Bosser- 
man, now residing in Frederick. 
Maryland, and the late Jack Rob- 
ertson, both members of the ori- 
ginal board. The vacancies were 
filled on recommendation of the 
president, Donald M. Swope. Esq., 
and approval of the board. 


Doctor Coleman spoke first of the 


importance of the Park as a busi- 
ness enterprise in this community. 
He pointed out that the battlefield 
guides alone receive from $50,000 to 
$55,000 annually from the tourists. 
The figure for the month of August 
alone was above $13,000. he stated 
The guides' receipts plus the wages 
and salaries of other-park employes 
alone bring $100,000 annually to this 
town, he stated, in addition to the 
much larger sum spent by tourists. 
A large per cent of the Park ma- 
terials and supplies are bought lo- 
cally and the presence of the CCC 
camp means business for the town, 
he added. 


Want More Acreages 


He described the development of 


the park and any conditions inter- 
fering with its proper development 
as "important questions" to Gettys- 
burgians. Hs displayed a-series of 
maps starting with the map by 
General Warren, made soon after 
the battle and since referred to as 
the historical base map. 


The master plan drawings, all re- 


vised as of January 1 of this year, 
show areas desirable for acquisition 
by the park with their importance 
placing 
them 
in 
four 
priority- 


classes. 


Other maps in 
the 
collection 


showed projected plan:; of develop- 
ment of park roads and trails and 
special plans for such points-as the 
Eternal Light Peace Memorial and 
Spangler's Spring. 


As he displayed the various maps 


the superintendent discussed cur- 
rent park problems dealing chiefly 
with traffic and parking and the 
general desire to have the greatest 
number of people see the park in 
the best and most interesting man- 
ner. Questions faced in developing 
historical aspects of the park in 
line with practical conditions also 
were outlined. 


Early in the meeting there was a 


report by G. Henry Roth, chairman 
of the Jaycees" public health com- 
mittee, that the Mosquito Day col- 
lections here recently amounted to 
$13.45.

IN INDUSTRIES 
IS IMPRESSIVE 


Harrisburg, Sept. 4 <AP)—Penn- 


sylvania's factories arc making "an 
mpressivc safety record," despite 
sharply increased operations due to 
defense work says Lewis G Hines. 
Secretary of Labor and Industry. 


"So far this year the record has 


been very good." the secretary de- 
clared today. 


"We have had an increase of ap- 


proximately 20 per cent in manpow- 
er and the number of hours worked, 
while a survey showed an increase 
of only 10 per cent in industrial ac- 
idents." 


Hines explained that the accident 


rate usually increased in the same 
proportion 
as industrial activity 


and added: 


Proud of Record 


"We're pretty proud of the record 


so far. It's well below the average 
increase for other slates." 


At the same time the secretary 


disclosed he intends to hire at leait 
15 to 20 additional inspectors to aid 
in the safety campaign.

DISTINCTION 


,. EVELEIGH NASH, the Eng- 
lish book publisher, recently 


wrote his reminiscences. He tells the 
story of how he once passed the late 
R. B. Cunninghame Graham as he 
was getting into his cab. The latter 
called out to him that he was to 
send his latest book "Bernal Diaz del 
Castillo" to him. "Splendid," replied 
the publisher. "I am delighted you 
are." 
But after the author had 


passed he wondered to himself as 
to who this Diaz was! 


Later, Nash learned that Diaz was 


one of the heroes who accompanied 
Cortes to Mexico in 1519. 


It took Nash several years to sell 


the first edition of this book, but 
he later remarked: "I was delighted 
to have it on my list, for it is 
tile type of work that adds dis- 
tinction to a publisher's imprint." 
Many years ago I bought and read 
this book and can understand Mr. 
Nash's pride in publishing one so 
outstanding, even though lew ever 
took .the interest to buy and read 
it. Cunningname Graham, to my 
notion, is. one of the outstanding 
writers-in English liter*ture; There 
is freshness to all that he writes. 
None of his books are dull. He wrote 
for the appreciative few.

Walking to my office one morning 


I stopped at a place where the ex- 
cavation was going on for a big 
skyscraper.

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Power Of Russian Army 


Is Demonstrated In Its 


Vicious Counter - Attacks

]v are raging. Marshal Timoshenko's 
offensive, however, has been sus- 
tained at full steam for close to a 
fortnight, and this might bespeak 
bigger things. Moscow reports that 
the Red troops have retaken 22 
villages in ten days, and at one 
point threw the Germans back thir- 
ty miles. 


The natural strategy of the Red 


command at the outset of the war 
would be to fight a defensive action 
until the German lines of communi- 
cation were greatly extended and 
the attaching forces were tired and 
weakened by casualties and destruc- 
tion of equipment. Then the Bolshe- 
vists would seize the initiative—if- 
still strong—employing the great 
army of fresh troops which re- 
portedly have been assembled. 


Bij Battle Looms 


It looks very much as though the 


Bolshevists have been going all-out 
in this offensive. Progress naturally 
will depend on circumstances, but 
the Muscovites may be expected to 
-develop this great drive as far as 


the warning issued yesterday by a 
Japanese commentator about the 
strength of Russia's spirit. 


Tliis observer declared that the 


Russians have a fatalistic view of 
life which produces strong resistance 
and power, and that this is a grave 
question for Germany. That the re- 
sistance of the Russians is a grave 
problem for Herr Hitler there is no 
doubt, but personally I shouldn't 
put this spirit down to a belief in 
fatalism. Some Russians may think 
in terms of Kismet, but the average 
Muscovite does not. 


Courage of R«ds
